when the first great immigration 
of waxwings was r-corded in 
England, it was well ucderstood 
that they betokened either war, 
pestilence or famine, ormosat likely 
a combinatio.: of all three. 

Famine was presaged by their 

hungry onsent, pestilence by the 
yellow flag, flaunted in their tail 
feathora, and ‘war by the strange 
waxen, blood-red clots, unique 
among birds’ adornments, which 
they bore on the tips of their 
wing-qoills, and sometimes op 
thoir tails as well. 
- Ifany Englishman, was obstin- 
ate enough to say that he believed 
they were just berry-eating birds, 
and handsome birds at that, bo 
was confronted. by the proved 
experience of the Contisent for 
centuries past. , 

Tt was notorious that the 
“ Plague-birds” 


shattered soon after. Hit or miss, 
the waxwings were blamed either 
way.
